Soon 
tho Union Jack was unfurled, the 
proclamation buried in the i.aud and n 
salute of 21 guns fired, but at ;he first 
noise of the guns the natives again 
fled to tbe hills, and it was only with 
tho greatest persuasion that they 
could bo induced to appear again.

near as they dared approach.

cut tne big vessel adrift and she pass- 
ed majestically- on, while the oarsmen 
of the yawl had to bend their every 
nerve and muscle to remove- them- 
selves from the peril of their position 
and the danger of being drawn down 
by the rushing waters. 
Indeed, such, 


had been the fear and apprehension of 
the men that they mutinied against 
Capt. Rough, and cut the tow line be- 
fore the time he had set. If they 
had obeyed the reckless old captain, 
h'e, the yawl, and its crew would have 
preceded the Michigan over the falls.1 


"The high grounds on both shores of 


tlie river were lined with people as the 
Michigan, nnguided by human agency, 
approached, head on, the first rapid of i 
the seething descent, apparently keep- 
ing! the >ery course that a skilful navi- 
gator would have guided her in.

American ensign ^streamed from her 
fco\ysprit and the British jack floated 
at her stern. 
The vessel shot the'first 


rapid unhurt, still head on, making a 
plunge, shipping a. eea, and rising from 
it in beautiful style: 
In her descent 


of the second rapid, the water momen- 
tarily increasing m velocity and tu- 
mult, her towering masts went by the 
board, giving the spectators a start-, 
ling representation of the crashing of 
a -vessel's spars in a shipwreck at sea. 
She swung around and presented her 
broadside to the dashing and foaming 
water, and, after remaining, 
as --it 


seemed, stationary for a moment, 
swung around until she was headed up 
stream. 
Passing the third rapid she 


bilged, but carried her hull to all ap- 
pearances whole as she tossed and 
groaned between Grass Island and the 
British shore to the Horseshoe Fall, 
over which she was drawn atern fore- 
mosi and hurled into the thundering 
abyss.

sions of the United States. When the 
morning sun is whitening the bay ol 
Eastport, Me., 'his last red beams are 
shining upon the Aleutian islands. 


Xot the least of the burdens iinjtosed 


upon the United States by the acquisi- 
tion of new territory is the surveying 
of its shores. Although begun in ISO", 
the work of surveying the coast of the 
United States prbper has never been 
completed. The Russian charts, which 
formed the basis of our survey of the 
Alaskan coast, were imperfect, and it 
will be years before the survey of that 
coast is completed. 


In the meantime there Is the coast of 
Porto Rico to be taken care of, and 
also the coasts of Cuba and the Phil- 
ippines. The charts which are now de- 
peud_d on for Cuba are incomplete 
and unsatisfactorj. 
England and the 


United States have done much work 
on that coast in the way of surveying 
the principal harbors, but in many 
cases the old and faulty 
Spanish 


charts are depended on. To make a 
complete 
survey -of the Philippine 


archipelago is 
un enormous task, 


•which will require years and the ex- 
penditure of lots of money. As the 
coasts of the United States are all 
looked after by the coast survey, so 
the surveys of the coasts of foreign 
countries are taken care of by the by- 
drographic office of the navy. This is 
a purely naval bureau, and the ships 
employed in making surveys outside 
of thp country ai-e all regularly com- 
missioned men-of -•war.

A 
force so applied as to alternately con- 
tract and e^»:md the chamber; 2, A 
foiee to alternately shut and open the 
pohterw (exit i valve: 3. A force 
fo alternately shut and open the anter- 
ior vahe 
These valves must be oper- 


ated m proper sequence to the expan- 
sion and contraction of the chamber. 
The valves may be operated either 
by separate mechanism or by the auto- 
matic action of a current passing 
through the chambqr. It is tothislatter 
point that attention is called in thecase 
of the fish. Here we find a chamber 
(the oral caMtji and two opeoJags, tee 
mouth (anterior opening) and 
the 


double gill opening (posterior epen- 
innt. Muscular force is applied to ex- 
pand and contract the oral caxity.

Flora of Porto Ulco are nest to un- 


known. The Spaniards never had en- 
ergy enough to undertake a study of 
Porto Rico flora, and they distrusted 
foreign scientists, who, they thought, 
might be hai boring revolutionary de- 
«ic;us under the guise jot the savnns. 
Two German botanists, however, by a 
liberal bribery of the Spanish 
offi- 


cials, did sin-reed in making ti limited 
sunej and collection of the flora.

The only experience the United 


States Army has ever had in tropical 
warfare was in Florida^ from 1835 to 
1843— the seven years' war -with the 
Semjnole Indians.

than they are* in' Cuba, the raortalUy 
from disease was enormous in com- 
parison to the number of men employ- 
ed. 
The records show that .there were 


"altogether 7,400 troops* engaged dur- 
ing the seven years' fighting against a 
total of about 3,000 Indians, of -whom 
1,594 were men, 1,357 women and 993 
| children. 
The war was carried on in 


a manner very similar to that between 
jthe Spaniards and the Cubans. 
The 


Indians would neveif consent to a 
stand-up fight unlesijhey had a great 
advantage, but lay in ambush and at- 
tacked" the soldiers in the dark when- 
ever they could do> so without expos- 
ing their own livee^ 
They lived -on 


the country, the native fruits, 'roots, 
vegetables and game, while 'the sol- 
diers were required to carry supplies 
with them and were thus handicapped 
and^retarded Jin their movements. 
It 


took" seven years to" 'subdue? the sav- 
ages, and there was no peace until they 
Were practically exterminated. At the 
endT,of seven! years '-the fighting-men 
wert' reduced to about three hundred, 
and they were hidden in the ever- 
glades. 


During these seven years out of the 


7,400 troops employed 1,531 died — 
twenty-three , sailors and forty-two 
marines, the remainder being officers 
and soldiers of the regular Army. Of 
this number only 58 were Mlted in bat- 
tle, 214 died of wounds, and 1,259 of 
malarial diseases, 


As a result of the Indian war there 


are now on th« pension rolls 6,661 per- 
sons, of whom 2,373 are survnois and 
4,288 widows. 
They receive an aver- 


age of $800,000 a year in pfensipns, and 
since 1893 have been "paid" $3,243,708. 
The total amount thus far paid by tho 
Government for pensions growing out 
of the Florida war will exceed $53,000,- 
000.

As -t am of English birth, I 
allowed the natives to believe that I was 
an Englishman. In addition to that, I 
spoke Spanish, and found little difficulty 
in getting along, although I was con- 
tinually stopped and- questioned. At 
every town tas soldiers demanded of me 
a pass from Aguinaldo. The fact that 
his name was mentioned everywhere,an< 
that he was regarded as their leader 
gave me some Idea of his influence in the 
Island. I went the entire length of the 
ra'ilwayline, from Manila to Dagrupan, on 
the other coast, and everywhere I fount 
the natives arming themselves and drill- 
ing constantly. The one topic of conver- 
sation was the coining fight "with the 
Americans. They seemed to regard it 
as inevitable and were not disposed to 
avoid It. Even the little boys were
